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Philately and The Boy 


By F. R. Gellerman 


Boys’ Work Diiector—Cloquet, Minn., Y.M.C. A. 


Seg HILATELY reacts up- 
on its varied devotees 
in divers ways. To 
the scientist it opens 
up a new vista of 
study and conjecture. 
Busying himself with 
the hobby’s peculiar minutia he 
finds particular enjoyment in re- 
constructing plates of obsolete is- 
sues, ascertaining the exact posi- 
tion of the individual specimens 
by determining the dimensions of 
lines and dots in adjacent speci- 
mens. His flare for exactness and 
logical conjecture being satisfied 
to an exceeding great degree. 

To the commercial minded Phil- 
ately offers an opportunity, not 
only to secure a profit on an in- 
vestment, but furnishes an emi- 
nently efficient course of study in 
the laws of supply and demand. 
The value of his investment in 
stamps depends not only upon the 
rarity of the specimens but upon 
the philatelic popularity of the 
country issuing them, the condition 
of the stamps, the possibility of 
reissues, et cetera. 

To the artist, Philately presents 

a splendid field for developing ones 
individualism in the aesthetic ar- 
rangement of a collection contain- 
ing shades of color ranging from 
the most vivid reds and crimson. 
to the delicate pastels of mauve 
and violet. 
5 Doctors, lawyers, teachers, min- 
isters, in fact men and women of 
all professions and occupations find 
allurements in the hobby peculiar 
to their several vocations. 

But to that vast army which 
makes up the mass of the phila- 
telic host, the boyhood of the 
world, Philately is a hobby pure 
and simple. Quantity is its great- 
est appeal, the collection being 
judged in the boy’s mind very 
largely by the number of varie- 
ties it contains. 





Not that quantity is its sole 
appeal. Certain countries because 
of their remoteness or romantic as- 
sociations are more greatly desired 
than others, but the attributes 
which enhance the value of a 
stamp in the eyes of an adult col- 
lector, do not click in the mind of 
youth. A common stamp from 
Zanzibar, for instance, is far more 
desirable than a scarce perforation 
on a common stamp from the 
United States. The monkey on a 
Liberian stamp is a more attrac- 
tive picture than the benigh coun- 
tenance of our own Benjamin 
Franklin. 

And who would have it other- 
wise? The associations connected 
with a collection of postage stamps 
are indelibly impresed upon the 
minds of the youthful collectors, 
and it is from these impressicrs 
that they not only receive their 
greatest pleasure in colleciing, 
but from him they also derive 
their greatest benefits. Who could 
look at a picture of the imorial 
O’Higgins on a stamp from Chile 
and not wonder at the apparent 
inconsistency of an Irishman bein 
thus honored by a Spanish speak- 
ing people? No boy would remain 
satisfied until he had solved the 
riddle and traced the Irish emi- 
grees through Spanish history. 
And who will deny that that boy 
will always remember the incident 
when thus learned, whereas pages 
of textbook might be perused upon 
the same subject without the re- 
sult of any lasting impression upon 
his mind? That is but one ex- 


‘ ample. The boy collector becomes 


acquainted with a whole galaxy of 
famous characters who are but 
phantoms in the memory of 
the average man or woman of 
adult age. Who can recall offhand 
the reasons for greatness of Bol- 
ivar, San Martin, Cook, Juarez, or 
a host of others? Ask the little 


fellow next door who has them in 
his stamp album. He will tell you 
without much hesitation. 

The popularity of Philately as a 
hobby for boys has grown by leaps 
and bounds during the last half 
century until today there is scarce- 
ly a village but what has its quota 
ef budding philatelists, as the sci- 
entific stamp collectors term them- 
selves. And it is a natural result 
that such an organization as the 
Y. M. C. A., which has ever kept 
its activities close to the interests 
of boys, should recognize the value 
of the hobby in the development of 
the life of the individual boy. I 
think you will find that most Y. 
M. C. A.’s include a Stamp Club 
among their activities for boys. 

But it is one thing to bring 
the youthful stamp collectors of a 
city together for the consideration 
of a mutual interest, and quite an- 
other thing to present a program 
that will not only be of interest 
to the boy, but will also be of real 
assistance to him in his formation 
of a collection. 

There is a paucity of published 
assistance for the promoter of a 
stamp club, especially one with a 
juvenile clientele. Such references 
as have appeared in the public 
press or in Y. M. C. A. and kindred 
publications, have been limited to 
the bare statements that such 
clubs are in existence. It is true 
that purely philatelic publications 
have given more attention to the 
subject than have the welfare 
magazines, and several pamphlets 
have been issued dealing with phil- 
atelic organizations, but they have 
largely contented themselves with 
a general consideration of the sub- 
ject without presenting a _ con- 
crete program of activity that 
would appeal to boys. 

This article has been written in 
the belief that the actual expe- 
riences of a boy’s stamp club would 
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be of interest and of some worth 
to similar clubs now in existence 


or that are being contemplated. 
The Cloquet Stamp Club was 
organized in November, 1929, with 


eight members, none of whom had 
more than the sketchiest knowl- 
edge of the hobby. When their 
first annual exhibit was held on 
April 28th, 1930, forty boys ‘were 
on the rolls. This in a city of less 


than seven thousand population. 
The first requisite for a success- 
ful junior stamp club is interested 
adult supervision. Preferably the 
man in charge of the club should 
have a fair knowledge of the hobby 
and be able and willing to impart 


his knowledge to his youthful 
charges. An hour or two on a 
designated night of each week 


would have to be devoted to the 
activities of the ciub, as well as 
another hour of leisure time spent 
in preparation. However, if an in- 
formed philatelist is not available, 
some young man _ interested in 
working with boys could no doubt 
be secured who could devote the 
necessary time to its supervision. 
In that way he would not only be 
taking an active part in boy’s work 
but he would also be getting ac- 
quainted with one of the most 
fascinating of hobbies. The Cloquet 
Stamp Club was fortunate in hav- 
ing four adult collectors interested 
in the hobby. W. M. Miller, man- 
ager of a local theatre; C. K. Tex- 
tor, paper mill chemist; the Rev. 
H. J. Wolner and the Boys’ Work 
Director of the Y. C. A. were 
all philatelic enthusiasts previous 
to the organization of the junior 
club and took an active interest in 
its welfare. Mr. Miller, especially, 
assisted in the conduct of the var- 
ious contests and exhibits and 
donated most of the prizes offered 
to the winners. 

When the supervisor is ready 
to launch his club the announce- 
ment of the project should be 
breadeast through all available 
publicity mediums, all junior stamp 
collectors of the vicinity being in- 
vited to meet upon a designated 
evening for the purpose of organ- 
izing a junior stamp collectors 
club. The supervisor should have

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several things with him at that 
meeting, including a supply of per- 
fcration gauges, a watermark de- 
tector, hinges, some cheap albums 
and a sufficient quantity of small 
packets of stamps to distribute 
among the beginners. 

The first meeting of the club 
will no doubt be more or less in- 
foimal, the supervisor outlining 
04g purpose of the club, officers 
be elected, dues, etc. being decided 
and the balance of the eve- 


upen, 
ning spent in looking over each 
other’s collections, swapping 


stamps, ete. 

A program should then be out- 
lined for the coming months. This 
program should be a balanced one 
and outlined so as to maintain the 
interest in the club throughout the 
season. One of the best methods cf 
maintaining interest is a weekly 
stamp contest. These contests can 
be varied in nature and can cover 
any part of the field allied te the 


hobby. Small prizes can be offered 
for the first, second and third 
places in the contests. Stamps 


themselves are the best prizes to 
offer. The following are some of 
the contests engaged in by the 
Cloquet club.

In the above contest numbers 
4, 5, 6, 7, 8, 9, 10, 14 and 15 are 
correctly assigned to the countries 
portraying them on their postage 
stamps. 


A different contest should be 
held each week and in addition one 
member should be assigned a topic 
for a paper to be read at the meet- 
ing of the club together with an 
exhibit of stamps in connection 
with that topic. The stamps and 
history of various countries, the 
Universal Postal Union, women on 
stamps, philatelic phun, etc., are 
subjects that can be used for such 
papers and exhibits. 

At least once a year, preferably 
hear the close of the winter 
months, an annual exhibit of the 
club open to the public should be 
held. The exhibit can be divided in- 
to two classes, one for advanced 
collections and one for begin- 
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ners. In the section for advanced 
collectors awards can be given for 
the best displays of various coun- 
tries or groups of countries, best 
system of mounting, exhibition of 
perforations and watermarks, etc. 
In the beginners’ class ribbons can 
be awarded to the entrant having 
the largest collection of each coun- 
try and special prizes awarded to 
the three collectors winning the 
most ribbons. This was the method 
used by the Cloquet club at their 
first annual exhibit. The three 
prize winning collections were then 
displayed in the show window of 
the leading theatre of the city with 
the ribons won by each contestant.

GENERAL PULASKI COMMEM- 
ORATIVE STAMP 


As a matter of record the Post- 
office Department announcement of 
the forthcoming Pulaski stamp is 
printed herewith as it appears in 
the Postal Bulletin of December 30. 


Washington, Dec. 29, 1930. 


Postmasters and employees of 
the Postal Service are informed 
that the department is preparing 
to issue a 2-cent commemorative 
postage stamp of special design in 
honor of Gen. Casimir Pulaski, the 
noted Polish patriot and hero of 
the American Revolution. 

The new stamp is the same shape 
and size as the regular issue, 
75/100 by 87/100 inches in dimen- 
sion, and is printed in red ink. The 
stamp has a flat, dark border with 
beveled outer edge, slightly indent- 
ed at the sides. On the border at 
the top in two lines is the wording 
“United States Postage,” in white- 
faced Roman letters. In both low- 
er corners in white bordered cir- 
cles is the numeral “2” in white- 
faced Roman and above the circles 
in the bordering panel in white nu- 
merals are the dates, “1746” at the 
left and “1779” at the right, rep- 
resenting the dates of birth and 
death, respectively, of General Pu- 
laski. Across the bottom of the 
stamp in a dark panel with white 
edges connecting the numerals is 
the word “cents” in white Roman 
lettering. In a central panel of 
oval form with a narrow white edge 
is the likeness of General Pulaski 
modeled from a portrait in Jones’s 
History of Georgia, printed from 
an etching by H. B. Hall in 1871. 
In a white curved ribbon panel at 
the base of the portrait are the 
words “General Pulaski” in red 
Gothic letters. Projecting from be- 
hind the central panel with their 
staffs extending to the upper cor- 
ners are the flags of the two na- 
tions, that of the United States to 
the left and the Republic of Po- 
land to the right. 

The General Pulaski commemo- 
rative stamp will be first placed on 
sale Jan. 16, 1931, at the follow- 
ing postoffices: 

Savannah, Ga.; Chicago, IIl.; Ga- 
ry, Ind.; South Bend, Ind.; Detroit, 
Mich.; Brooklyn, N. Y.; Buffalo, N. 
Y.; New York, N. Y.; Cleveland, 
Ohio; Toledo, Ohio; Pittsburgh, 
Pa.; Milwaukee, Wis. 

Stamp collectors desiring first- 
day cancellations of the 2-cent Pu- 
laski commemorative stamp may 
send a limited number of addressed 
covers, not to exceed 25, to the 
postmasters at the above offices, 
with a cash or postal-money order 
remittance to cover the value of the 
stamps required for affixing. Cov- 
ers will be accepted from bona 
fide subscribers only, and each cov- 
er must be properly and legibly ad- 
dressed; covers bearing pencil ad- 
dresses will not be accepted. Nei- 


ther can compliance be made with 
unusual requests, such as for affix- 
ing of stamps bearing plate num- 
bers or the irregular placing of 
stamps on covers, etc. The stamp- 
ing of first-day covers is a cour- 
tesy extended to collectors without 
cost in a spirit of departmental co- 
operation. Therefore, all irregular 
requests will be returned unfilled. 

For the benefit of stamp collec- 
tors the new stamp will be placed 
on sale at the Philatelic Agency, 
Division of Stamps, Post Office De- 
partment, on January 17, 1931, but 
the agency will not handle first-day 
covers. 

Postmasters at direct and cen- 
tral-accounting post offices may ob- 
tain a limited supply of the new 
commemorative stamp by requisi- 
tion on the department, using Form 
3201, indorsed “Pulaski.’”’ Postmast- 
ers at third and fourth class post 
offices may obtain needed quanti- 
ties by requisition on the central- 
accounting postmaster.

In view of the interest mani- 
fested by many dealers and col- 
lectors in the proposed new issue 
of Canal Zone stamps, the follow- 
ing information may prove useful. 

Relative to the present issue of 
provisional dues, the Director of 
posts states, in a letter dated No- 
vember 10th, 1930. 

“(a) This office has not author- 
ized ‘over the counter’ sales of 
the unused lc, 2¢ and 10¢ provi- 
sional postage due stamps, sur- 
charged on the 5° blue “Gaillard 
Cut” Canal Zone stamp. 

In view of the fact that un- 
used copies of these stamps have 
been advertised for sale in adver- 
tisements published in the United 
States, this paragraph is especially 
pertinent. 

The Director of Posts further 
states; 

(b) The 5e¢ provisional postage 
due stamp will be issued effec- 
tive December Ist, 1930. 

(c) The sale of unused stamps 
of the above denominations will 
not be authorized by this office. 

(d) It is proposed to have a 
permanent issue of Canal Zone 
postage due stamps made by the 
Bureau of Engraving and Printing 
some time subsequent to July Ist, 
1931. The proposed design of the 
stamp will be the seal of the Canal 
Zone and will continue the feur 
values, i.e., le, 2c, 5¢ and 10ce, re- 
spectively. It is proposed to have 
all stamps made up in one color 
and the different values represent- 
ed by a surcharge from engravers’ 
plates in large bold numerals, the 
surcharge to be in different colors, 
probably the 1c in green, the 2¢ in 
red, the 5c in blue and the 10¢ in 
orange. The size of the stamp will 
be the same as the le and 2c 
stamps of our (present) permanent 
series. No decision has yet been 
made regarding a color of the 
stamp but it will have to be of 
some shade that will pleasingly 
blend with the four different sut- 
charges. 

(e) When the permanent issues 
of our Canal Zone postage due 
stamps are received, their sale in 
unused condition will be author- 
ized. It is possible, however, that 
the sale of such unused stamps 
may be restricted to the Philatelic 
Agents at Balboa Heights.” 


It will be noted that the Di- 
rector says in the paragraph just 
above (e) that the permanent issue 
of dues, which will be placed on 
sale here “sometime after July 1st, 
1931,” will be sold “over the coun- 
ter,” at least at the Philatelic 
Agency. It can readily be seen thai 
any unused dues which may ap- 
pear on the market prior to that 
time, will have been illegally ob- 
tained, contrary to postal regula- 
tons. For this reason, neither of 


the undersigned will undertake to 
supply such stamps. 

Regarding the new Zone airmail 
stamps the Director states; 

(f) An award will be made the 
next 30 days to the Bureau of En- 
graving and Printing for a perma- 
nent series of Canal Zone Air Mail 
stamps. No decision has been made 
to date concerning the values, but 
it is believed that they will be 5c, 
10c, 15c, 20c, 40c and _ $1.00. 
The design will be a composite 
photograph somewhat on the order 
of the cachet for our initial air 
mail dispatch to the Unitd States 
in February, 1929, showing about 
a % view and a tri-motored mal 
plane flying across Gaillard Cut 
and a southbound freight ship un- 
derneath. The stamp will be an odd 
size, approximately 1 inch wide 
and 1% inches high. The design 
will be identical for all stamps 
which will be distinguished by 
their color and values, the latter to 
be surcharged from separate en- 
graver’s plate. All will be made on 
the flat plate process as the issue 
will not be sufficient to warrant 
the use of a rotary press. No de- 
cision has been made regarding 
the respective colors of the stumps 
but it is proposed to have them 
different from any of our regular 
stamps, both Canal Zone and U. S. 
issues, now in use. It is believed 
that these stamps will be available 
for issue between March Ist and 
April 1st, 1931. 

It might be added that the pres- 
ent stock of provisional airmail 
stamps seems to be entirely ade- 
quate, but centering of same is 
particularly bad, as most collectors 
know.

YON STEUBEN IMPERFS 





A clipping from the Newark (N. 
J.) Star Eagle tells of a sheet of 
the recent Von Steuben Commem- 
orative stamps having been found 
in the Midland, Texas, postoffice 
unperforated. The Star Eagle 
says: 

A sheet of the Von Steuben 
stamps were discovered imperfor- 
ated in the Midlands, Tex., post- 
office. The clerk offered the sheet 
promiscuously, with the result that 
a Philadelphia dealer, unable to get 
it at his own figure, notified Wash- 
ington of the existence of the de- 
fective sheet. This brought a wire 
to the postoffice inspector at Aus- 
tin, Tex., with instructions to get 
the sheet back. 

Meanwhile the clerk had sold the 
stamps A. C. Roessler relates, and 
the new owner refused to return 
them, but the postoffice was insist- 
ent and demanded that they be re- 
turned. 

Later on, in the same postoffice 

some sheets of stamps were found 
in which the perforations ran only 
one way. All of these were confis- 
cated by the postoffice inspector. 
Some were used by the postoffice 
clerk on letters addressed to him- 
self and his friends in order to 
save them. A stamp dealer sold 
them for $1,250 in cash. 
_ Roessler adds that if the orig- 
inal sheet of imperforates had 
passed into the hands of an expe- 
rienced stamp dealer the govern- 
ment would never had a chance to 
get the stamps back. The same 
tactics were used by the postoffice 
department in the case of the 24- 
cent airmail with inverted center. 
The postoffice tried to get the sheet 
back on the grounds that they were 
defective. The owner told them he 
was satisfied. Court action was 
threatened but by this time the 
stamps had passed into the hands 
of a millionaire stamp collector.

Then since this has become a 
continued story we are taken to 
a late number of the National Ho- 
tel News whose star. reporter 
called on friend Weber and the 
National Hotel News will say: 

“In the Cleveland Statler or- 
ganization we found a philatelist. 
In every day English a philatelist 
is a stamp collector. Radio Oper- 
ator C. C. Weber made mention 
of his hobby in the July issue of 
the Statler House Organ, “Sales- 
manship”. Since that time Weber 
has made many new friends via 
mail. Among his new correspond- 
ents there is none other than Se- 
nor Rudolpho Lussnigg, proprietor 
of the Hotel Simon in Almeria, 
Spain. The two gentlemen have 
exchanged many interesting let- 
ters and Mr. Weber reports that 
the Senor has a splendid general 
collection of 20,000 varieties. 
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Weber’s part in the hobby has to 
do with the precancelled stamps of 
the United States. He is also one 
of the assistant editors of Linn’s 
Weekly Stamp News, one of the 
leading philatelic journals.” 


WHAT TO COLLECT 





Victor F. James, the well known 
London stamp dealer, has in a re- 
cent price list an article of unusu- 
al interest on the selection of a 
country when collecting stamps. 
There are many viewpoints on this 
subject, all having merit, and we 
believe that Mr. James’ article is 
worthy of reprinting in full as giv- 
en below: 

What Country Shall I Collect? 

In this selection of a new coun- 
try various questions present them- 
selves to the collector which should 
rightly be answered before he 
makes the first purchase. What in- 
terest have the stamps in relation 
to their cost? What is their true 
value apart from their catalogue 
value? Has the country chosen 
been already over-specialized in 
which event the catalogue will have 
many sub-varieties and there will 
be little left to discover. What are 
the chances of appreciation in 
value? 

For the collector of moderate 
means I strongly advocate the 
choice of a somewhat neglected 
foreign country in preference to 
one of those’ popular and often 
high priced British colonial pos- 
sessions which frequently do not 
offer the interesting possibilities 
with “side lines” of proofs, essays, 
forgeries, curiosities, postmark va- 
rieties, paquebots, etc., which nat- 
urally enhance the value of a col- 
lection and which never fail to add 
to its interest. I would avoid those 
countries which require the pur- 
chase of high face value stamps, 
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running into pounds cost, to com- 
plete sets. In my opinion there is 
nothing so philatelically sterile as 
the 10-pound or 20-pound mint 
stamp. I would not attempt to 
collect the country exhibited by 
some famous collector and for 
which he has received medals and 
honours. When he began it was 
probably quite unpopular and the 
stamps easily obtainable but today 
his name will appear on every deal- 
er’s lists and he will receive every 
good item as it comes along. 

I would choose the country with 
a very large number of medium 
priced stamps having perforation 
and shade varieties. I would cer- 
tainly take an interest in its post- 
marks in preference to controls, 
large blocks, mint sheets. Entires 
I would most certainly include and 
the plea that “entires are so awk- 
ward to mount and make my album 
so bulky” would never be allowed 
to stand in the way of their inclu- 
sion. Stamps on cover have a 
wonderful future. The countries 
offering the best possibilities today 
are Europeans, South and Central 
America, Far Eastern States, Ma- 
lay possessions, Indian Native 
States, Australians, New Zealand, 
French, Spanish and Portugese Co- 
lonials. North Americans are too 
much in demand and the supply in- 
sufficient to meet it and it is bet- 
ter to leave the collecting of Can- 
ada, Newfoundland, United States 
to those who have already com- 
menced.
